806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it does not require a lighting 
element with at least one light transmitting element between a pair of bendable wall 
members, the wall members forming a concavely curved inner wall surface and an 
opposite convexly curved outer wall surface. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as lighting for non-surgical applications, for e.g., display purposes. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
